Intolerance of Free Masonry.

One of the most convincing signs
of the weakness and wickedness of
Free-Masonr- y is its intolerance of
discussion, Since the night when
the body of the fated Morgan sank
beneath the waters of the Niagara
river, it has been the instinctive pol-

icy of Masons to suppress and stifle
all investigation of the pretensions
of the order. Anti-masoni- meetings
and addresses are the only matters
of public interest which the papers
systematically refuse fairly to report.
The calmest opposition to their claims,
raises the cry of persecution and pro-

vokes bitter and often violent resent-
ment. Perhaps the latest instance
of this method of argument is re-

counted in the American Wesleyan.
The Rev. D. P. Rathbun was invited
to lecture on Masonry while spendins
a few days in Sullivan Co., Pa. Af-

ter consenting to do so he was met
by a man who claimed to be a free
mason and proved himself such by
Masonic signs, who entered into con-

versation with him about the propos-
ed lecture, vehemently extolled the
Fraternity, declaring that no such
brotherly love exists iu any church
on earth, inquired his residence, and
whether there were any Masons there,
and what was his nearest railroad
station. He then said: "I do not
think you understand Masonry, or
you would not oppose it." Mr.
Ra'hbun. who, we infer, ha's been a
Mason, stepped up to him and whis-

pered in his ear, at which he became
violently excited and with an oath

tee, the committee on railroads. The
appointment of so many special com-

mittee was unnecessary, and he should
oppose the proposed reference.

Mr. Hall said that a portion of the

Mr. Bull of Hancock moved to re-

consider the vote refusing the passage
of h. 103, providing for the appoint-
ment of an engrossing clerk and the
better preservation of tbe laws of the
State.

On the question of reconsideration,
Mr. Slade of Middlebury, demanded
the yea3 and nays.

Mr. Ballard of Fairfax, opposed
the motion to reconsider, being op-

posed to the passage of the bill. He
believed that it is necessary that bills
should be engrossed to enable the
Speaker properly to discharge the du-

ties of bis office. Amendments are
made to bills, and they go to the Sen-

ate, where further amendments are
proposed and returned to the House ;

and unless the House can have an en-

grossing clerk so that.the bills can be
engrossed, we should be in a constant
muddle as to what were the provis-
ions of the bills upon which they are
acting. He also was opposed to
changing the power of appointing the
officers of the House to the Governor
of the State. He preferred the pres-
ent system and should oppose the
proposed innovation upon the customs
which had worked so well.

Pending the consideration of the
subject, the hour arrived for the con-
sideration of the

Special Order. H. 45, relating to
the rate of interest. Mr. Wood mov-
ed that the bill be recommitted to

the motion on the ground of economy.
We should not create new offices;
and he believed we were not careful
enough a3 to the expenses of the State.

Mr. Slade again favored the mo
tion to reconsider, and stated some cf
the benefits that are to result from the '

passage of the bill. Wo shall secure
tbe preservation ot the laws ot tne
State beyond the contingency of in
terlineation or alteration.

Mr. Hinckley of Chelsea, said the
more the bill was discussed the more
:ie was convinced that it ought not
to be passed. We were putting tho
power in the hands of the Governor
to appoint the officers of this House,
and ho was opposed to tho innovation.

Mr. Bisoce of Newport, said there
is evidently a misunderstanding about
he provisions of this bill. It merely

gave to the Governor the power to .

appoint an engrossing clerk to engross
tho bills both of the House and Sen-

ate. He was opposed to the bill at
first, but upon examination of its mer
its, he had come to see that it really
was a good bill, and one that should
be passed. It would save expense to
the state in facilitating the business
of the Legislature. It is enough for
him fo know that the clerks, secreta-
ries, and all the clerical force about
the State House are in favor of the
bill. It has been tried in New Hamp-
shire, and worked admirably ; and he
could see no valid reason why i;
should not work well here.

On the motion to reconsider, Mr.
Hurd of Sandgate, demanded the yea3
and nays.

Mr. Phelps of Grafton, desired to
be informed as to the duties of the
Secretary of the Senate, and what
would be his duties if this bill passed.

Mr. Slade said they would proba
bly be the same as the First Assistant
Clerk of this House.

Another "Giant" Discovered.
A Milton,. Wisconsin, correspondent
ot the Milwaukee Sentinel writes :

icei. m suape. as ne was buried in
a sitting posture, the doctor thought
that the action of the lower strata of
soil produced this marvellous change.

Mr. Hall of S wanton, moved that

Mr. Wood of Fairhaven, opposed

Mr. Slade of Middlebury moved to
amend by striking out the word "eight"
where it occurs in sec. 1, and insert
in lieu thereof the word "seven," so
that it will read "seven dollars for
the use of every one hundred dollars,"
and briefly gave the reasons which
impelled him to offer it.

The amendment was objected to
by a very decided vote. The ques-
tion beiug on the passage of the bill,
Mr. Slade hoped it would not pass in
its present form.

Mr. Hinckley thought it better to
consider the bill candidly and fairly,
and to give time in the matter he
moved it be ordered to lie, and be
made the special order for 2 1-- 2

o'clock next Tuesday afternoon.
Mr. Bull of Hancock proposed to

save time. He moved the bill be
d s Hissed.

Mr. Ballard of Fairfax was in favor
of a change of the law in regard to
interest to keep the money in the
State. He preferred the other bill
now in the hands of tbe committee;
but if we cannot have that bill, let us
have this one. We are being lulled
to sleep by these Shylocks, these 15
per cent men, who are hanging around
this State House and warning these
farmers to look out for this bill, it is
compelling them to pay eight per
cent, interest ; whereas the fact is, we
are compelled now to pay a higher
rate of interest than provided by this
bill. In States where similar laws
have been enacted, money can easily
be obtained at six per cent. He said
that if we made eight per cent, the
legal rate of interest, it will be better
for the farming interests and of all the
interests of the State.

Mr. Drake said no bill now before
the Legislature was more important
than this, and he hoped it would not
be dismissed. .Let us deliberate up
on the matter and not act hastily.

Mr. Brown of Richford was oppos
ed to the bill as being oppressive ta
the great farming interests of the
State, in that it would force the pay
ment of a higher rate of interest by a
class of men who were compelled to
purchase their farms on credit He
wanted to kill off the whole batch of
these bills at once.

Mr. Wood of Fairhaven, favored
the passage of the bill as being really
in the interest of the farming commu
nity. Money will seek its market
where it will command the highest
rate of interest, and if we deny to
money lenders the right to ask and
receive a higher rate than 6 per cent,
we compel money lenders to carry
their money out of the State. In Mas
sachusetts they have adopted a liber
al law in regard to the rate of inter-
est, and the result has been that mon-

ey has flowed into the State, and now
any amount can be obtained at a low
er rate of interest than is now paid in
the State of V ermont. Our laws are
better for the security of capitalists
in every respect except the legal rate
of interest. Pass this bill and money
will flow into the State to the great
advantage of all the interests of the
State. He hoped it would not be
dismissed.

Mr. Grout of Barton, said that the
opposition to the bill was represented
by the gentleman from Richford, who
was a farmer, and felt intensely that
this bill was a thrust at tbe agncultu
ral interest of the State. We must
remember that we are an agricultural
State, and that we must not pass laws
that will oppress the interests of any
branch of our industries. He was op
posed to the bill as detrimental to the
great pursuit in which we are all in
terested. He opposed the motion to
dismiss, and hoped it would be with
drawn.

Mr. Bull of Hancock, withdrew his
motion to dismiss : and thereupon the
bill was ordered to lie, and made the
special order for 2 1-- 2 o'clock in the
afternoon of next Tuesday.
